MOLE DRAINAGE 
SHOWS BENEFIT 


Work Done At Ca Point 
Gives. Means of Ob- 
servation 


Opportunity to see mole drain- 
age іп action is given by installa- 
tions made by the Southern Sugar 
Company, on land close to the 
Canal’ Point townsite, where п 
ditching machine has cut a ditch 
on а north and south line that ex- 
poses the ends of the moles 
through which water runs from 
the вой into the ditch. 

‘The water that comes out of 
the moles, or holes, із clear in- 
stead of brown, showing that the 
poisons have been washed out of 
the ground. A merit of mole drain- 
age is that the ditches сап be 
half a mile apart instead of a 
quarter of a mile; the same result 
їз obtained as with tile drainage 
and at much less cost. 

Mole drainage was tested sev- 
eral years ago at Evergiades Ex- 
periment Station, where it is still 
їп use, the openings under the 
soll having withstood caving. 
Frank U. Davis,employed the sys- 
tem at the outset when he opened 
the asparagus farm on section 35, 
north of Canal Point, and the 
sugar company із во draining all 
of its land, having thousands of 
acres moled. 

Machines cán be bought to 
make the moles but as such ma- 
chines usually have to be rebuilt 
to adapt them.to the mucklands 
condition? the sugar company 
builds its own machines in its 
shop at Clewiston. The mole is 
made by а knife that extends into 
the ground and makes a small 
opening that closes at once, fol- 
lowed by a plpe set below the 
surface of the ground at the depth

the planting and cultivating 
of the surface. 

Use of mole drainage probably 
will be found to make the usé of 
mineral elements for soil correc- 
tion unnecessary-or reduce the 
quantity and cost of applications 
of chemicals, for the deleterious 
substances are washed out, of the 
soil by the rainwater and carried 
off by the ditches and disposed of 
by the pumps.
